TO  THE  CHAIRMAN  AND  MEMBERS  OF  THE  HEALTH  COMMITTEE. 


Mr*  Chairman,  Ladios  and  Gontlomon, 


I  have  ploasuro  in  presenting  my  Annual  Roport  on  the 
health  and  sanitary  circumstances  of  tho  district.  Insofar 
as  the  statistical  details  of  the  year's  public  health 
activities  and  happenings  are  tabulated  and  commented  upon 
within  tho  body  of' "  the  roport,  I  shall  hero  refer  only  to 
points  of  special  interest  and  importance® 

Tho  estimated  mid-year  population  at  52,620  represents 
an  incroaso  of  2,470  on  the  previous  year  and  of  20,018  on  tho 
1951  census  population  of  tho  Borough  -  in  incroaso  duo  in 
small  part  to  oxcoss  of  birth  over  death,  but  mainly  to  the 
inflow  of  population  consequent  on  tho  continued  development 
of  tho  Langley  overspill  estate  and  also  of  tho  now  privato 
development  estate  in  Alkrington. 

The  total  live  births  numbered  1,012,  giving  a  rate 
(adjusted)  of  17.1  per  1,000  population  -  the  lowest  rate  since 
1953®  Tho  corresponding  rato  for  England  and  Wales  for  1958 
was  16.4.  It  is  here  of  interest,  and  also  perhaps  somo 
concern,  to  note  that  home  confinements  constituted  54%  of  all 
confinements  in  Middleton  during  tho  year,  whereas  the 
corresponding  percentage  for  England  and  Wales  was  about  38/6,  and 
that  for  this  Health  Division  excluding  Middleton,  was  41%.  The 
Roport  published  early  this  year  by  a  Commit  too  set-up  by  the 
Ministry  of  Health  in  April  1956  to  review  the  working  of 
existing  matornity  services,  put  forward  as  an  optimum-  figure 
tho  provision  of  sufficient  matornity  bods  to  accommodate  70 % 
of  mothers  for  their  confinement*  The  Roport  further  recommends 
that  the  extra  bods  needed  to  bring  the  figure  up  to  70%  of 
confinements  should,  where  possible,  be  general  gractit ionor 
bods.  Without  doubt,  more  maternity  bod  accommodation  is 
required  for  Middleton  mothers  and  in  view  of  the  Borough’s 
largo  and  rapidly  growing  population,  such  additional 
accommodation  should  bo  provided  within  the  Borough 0 

Doathe  totalled  516,  giving  a  rato  (adjusted)  of  14.1, 
which  compares  with  tho  national  figure  of  1107.  Especially 
worthy  of  note  Is  the  record  low  infant  mortality  and  the  fact 
that  no  maternal  deaths  occurred  during  tho  year®  Of  tho  1/ 
infant  deaths,  7  occurred  within  tho  first  24  hours  of  life 
and  a  total  of  11  within  tho  first  week  of  life.  Prematurity 
and  congenital  defects  accounted  for  8  of  theso  deaths  and  in 
this  connection  a  National  Survey  carried  out  during  the  year 
into  stillbirths  and  early  infancy  deaths  will,  It  is  hoped, 
provide  new  information  enabling  more  effective  preventive 
measures  to  bo  adopted.

Tho  overall  Incidence  of  notifiable)  infectious  disoasos 
showed  a  marked  reduction  on  the  previous  year,  mainly  duo  to 
tho  decreased  prevalence  of  measles.  On  tho  other  hand, 
dysentery  was  prevalent  in  tho  early  part-  of  tho  year*  reaching 
poak  figuros  in  March  and  gradually  fading  out  in  April  and  May 
-  a  very  similar  experience  to  what  obtained  in  1955  when 
dysentery  was  last  prevalent.  Although  mild  in  character  and 
mainly  affecting  childron,  this  disease  has  a  considerable 
nuisance  value  both  in  tho  amount  of  work  devolving  on  tho 
public  health  staff  and  also  in  its  disruptive  effoct  on 
community  life,  particularly  schodls  and  nurseries*  Tho  only 
offoctivo  preventive  measure,  against  this  highly  infectious 
disease  is  the  adoption  of  strict  hygiene  measures, 
particularly  the  washing  of  hands  boforo  handling  food0 

As  regards  tuberculosis,  there  was  a  not  incroaso  of 
throe  cases  on  the  Register  during  the  yoar®  Tho  number  of 
cases  transferred  into  the  district  showed  an  approciablo 
docline  from  provious  years® 

The  two  principal  remaining  environmental  factors 
adversely  affecting  health  are  housing  and  atmospheric 
pollution.  As  regards  tho  former  262  unfit  houses  were 
represented  for  clearance  during  tho  year  and  a  further  2 
dealt  with  as  individual  unfit  houses.  In  August,  1955, 
proposals  wore  submitted  to  tho  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  which  envisaged  tho  clearance  of  464  houses  In 
tho  5  yoar  period  1956/1960  inclusive®  Tho  position  at  the 
ond  of  1958,  i»e,  the  third  year  of  the  programme  was  that 
501  unfit  houses  had  boon  dealt  with. 

As  rogards  atmospheric  pollution,  it  is  gratifying  to 
rocord  that  proposals  for  a  smoke  control  area  comprising 
some  500  dwellings  was  approvod  by  tho  Council  and  sub” 
soquently  confirmed  by  tho  Ministry®  By  the  yoar  ond,  the 
dotallod  survey  preliminary  to  the  making  of  a  smoko  control 
aroa  was  well  under  wa» 

I  thank  tho  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Health  Committoo 
for  their  unfailing  encouragement  and  support.  I  acknowledge 
tho  generous  help  received  on  all  occasions  from  the  Town 
Clerk  and  am  indebted  to  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector 
and  the  staff  of  his  department  for  their  over-willing  help 
and  co- operation.

Death  rates  for  lung  cancer  have  doubled  over  the  past  ton  years 
and  now  account  for  one  in  eighteen  of  all  male  deaths.  The  most 
striking  feature  is  the  three  fold  increase  in  cancer  of  the  lung  and 
bronchus  in  men  in  the  period  of  fifteen  years  up  to  1954.  Invest¬ 
igations  in  several  countries  over  rocent  years  all  tond  to  co-rolato 
the  increase  of  lung  cancer  with  tobacco  and  particularly  cigarette 
smoking.  No  doubt  other  factors  such  as  atmospheric  pollution  also 
play  a  part  in  mortality  from  lung  cancer  but  it  does  appear  beyond 
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reasonable  doubt  that  cigarette  smoking  is  the  most  important 
factor  yet  known. 

The  increased  death  rate  from  bronchitis  during  the  year 
can  reasonably  be  attributed  in  largo  part  to  the  prolonged 
periods  of  fog  and  f  smog ’  which  prevailed  at  the  end  of  tho  year. 

Accidents ,  including  six  road  accidents,  accounted  for 
nineteen  deaths*  More  than  6,000  persons  die  each  year  in 
England  and  Wales  as  a  result  of  accidents  in  their  homes,  of 
those  about  700  are  duo  to  burns  and  scalds 0  For  every  seven 
deaths  on  the  roads,  thcro  are  ton  deaths  from  accidents  in  tho 
homo,  Accurato  information  is  not  available  about  tho  incidence 
of  non-fat al  accidents,  but  it  is  known  that  2,000,000  poople 
attend.  out-patients  departments  following  accidents,  for  treat¬ 
ment.  Tho  majority  of  fatal  accidents  occur  in  relation  to  tho 
two  extreme  ago  groups,  vizs  under  5  yoars  and  over  65  years. 
Regarding  tho  young  children,  much  can  be  done  to  o’ducate  them 
in  road  and  homo  safety  sense  through  tho  schools  and  the  Health 
Authorities  by  moans  of  publicity,  exhibitions  and  practical 
demonstrations.  As  regards  tho  old  people,  the  provision  of 
specially  planned  housing  will  obviate  many  of  tho  risks, 

I nf a nt  Mor tali ty .  There  wore  17  deaths,  giving  an  infant 
mortality  rate  of  16,8  per  1,000  live  births  compared  with  tho 
figure  of  22,5  for  England  and  Wales.  7  of  these  deaths  occurred 
in  the  first  day  and  a  total  of  11  in  the  first  month  of  life. 

In  contrast  to  the  groat  reduction  in  mortality  generally 
that  has-  been  achieved  in  recent  years,  there  has  boon  relatively 
little  improvement  in  infant  deaths  occurring  in  tho  first  week 
of  life.  These,  together  with  stillbirths,  are  classed  under 
tho  title  'Peri-Natal  Mortality’.  Tho  fall  in  the  death  rate  in 
this  ’Pori-Natal  period’  has  been  less  than  for  any  other  period 
in  infancy  and  childhood,  due  mainly  to  prematurity  and  malform¬ 
ations,  about  -which  much  basic  information  is  still  lacking, 

A  very  extensive  and  thorough  research  survey  was  carried 
out  nationally  during  tho  year  from  which  it  is  hoped  now 
information  will  become  available  which  will  enable  more  adequate 
preventative  measures  being  employed.

The  ovorall  notifications,  numbering  775,  showed,  a  marked 
decrease  on  the  previous  year's  figure  (1,939),  due  largely  to 
tho  decreased  incidence  of  Measles  and  Whooping  Cough.  On  tho 
other  hand.  Dysentery  with  334  cases,  compares  unfavourably  with 
tho  32  notified  in  the  preceding  year.  This  disease,  although 
mild  in  character  provides  a  difficult  problem  to  Health  Depart¬ 
ments  and  to  all  those  doallng  with  nurseries  and  infant  schools 
whore  it  is  particularly  prevalent.  The  only  effective  methods 
of  prevention  are  tho  observance  of  strict  hygienic  standards, 
particularly  tho  washing  of  hands  after  using  tho  toilet  and 
before  handling  food. 


DIPHTHERIA. 


Once  again  diphtheria  was  conspicuous  by  its  absence  -  tho 
eighth  successive  year  without  a  case.  This  is  a  remarkable 
tribute  to  the  efficacy  of  tho  Immunisation  Campaign  launched  by 
the  Ministry  of  Health  In  1940.

The  very  succoss  of  the  Immunisation  Campaign  has,,,  in  fact, 
givon  rise  to  a  now  problem  -  apathy,  and  the  public  need 
constantly  to  bo  reminded  that  unless  a  sufficiently  high  lovol 
of  immunisation  is  maintained,  the  throat  that  diphtheria  will 
again  become  prevalent  throughout  tho  country  must  remain.

WHOOPING-  COUGH. 

During  1958,,  deaths  from  Whooping  Cough  in  England  and  Wales 
reached  the  record  low  figure  of  27.  Although  the  number  of  cases 
in  Middleton  was  relatively  high  there  are  promising  indications 
that  the  Immunisation  Campaign  against  Whooping  Cough  is  beginning 
to  show  results® 

POLIOMYELITIS . 

Tho  two  casos  of  Poliomyelitis  notified  during  the  yoar  made 
satisfactory  recovery® 

Tho  off or  of  vaccination  against  Poliomyelitis  was  extended 
during  the  year  to  all  persons  between  tho  ages  of  6  months  and 
26  years.  So  far  tho  limiting  factor  has  been  tho  supply  of 
vaccine  available.  With  no  assurance  of  adequate  supplies  being 
available  from  month  to  month,  it  has  not  boon  possible  to  commit 
oneself  to  undertaking  intensive  propaganda  measures  and  additional 
vaccination  sossions.  Every  C.C.  of  vaccine  available  is  being 
takon  up  and  it  is  to  bo  hoped  that  tho  promised  increased  output 
of  vaccine  will  soon  become  evident® 

TUBERCULOSIS. 

On  tho  31st  December,  1958,  the  total  number  of  cases  on  tho 
register  covering  Middleton  and  tho  Langley  Estate  was  496,  com¬ 
prising  446  pulmonary  and  59  non-pulmonary  cases 0  Tho  Langley 
Estate's  contribution  to  this  number  consisted  of  259  pulmonary 
and  24  non-pulmonary  casos,  giving  a  total  of  283,  approximately 
57%  of  tho  total  cases  in  Middleton®

Over  England  and  Wales  as  a  wholo,  the  deaths  from 
Respiratory  Tuberculosis  have  fallen  to  little  over  4,000.  Ten 
years  ago  the  figure  was  19,088  and  60  yoars  ago,  65,000  people 
died  annually  from  some  form  of  tuberculosis. 

The  improved  methods  of  treatment  and  ascertainment  of  casos 
have  had  remarkable  success  since  tho  war  in  reducing  mortality  and 
to  a  lessor  extont  the  incidence  of  this  disease  throughout  England 
and  Wales. 


Despite  this,  the  fact  remains  that  there  aro  ovor  350,000 
casos  of  tuberculosis  (all  forms)  on  clinic  registers ;  put  another 
way,  7  in  every  1,000  of  tho  population  of  England  and  Wales  suffers 
from  tuberculosis.

With  the  introduction  of  modorn  drugs  and  antibiotics,  the 
work  of  tho  district  nurse  in  obviating  the  need  for  hospital 
admission  has  greatly  increased.  An  increasing  amount  of  timo  is 
being  dovotod  to  the  care  of  the  elderly  in  the  homo.  Nursing 
equipment  for  use  in  the  homo  is  available  on  request  to  tho 
district  nurse. 


Health  Visiting  Service. 

The  work  of  tho  health  visitor  has  in  recent  yoars  been 
enlarged  to  embrace  tho  family  as  a  wholo,  and  on  her  now 
devolves  additional  details  of  welfare  in  respect  of  tho  aged,  the 
handicapped  and  problem  families.  In  practice,  however,  tho  work 
is  handicapped  by  the  shortage  of  staff  which  is  at  present  little 
more  than  half  the  establishment  requirements.  Nevertheless, 
much  commendable  work  has  boen  done  in  respect  of  the  aged  and 
problem  families. 


One  tuberculosis  health  visitor  is  fully  engaged  in  tho 
supervision  of  cases  and,  in  co-operation  with  the  Chest  Clinic, 
ensuring  that  the  patients  receive  the  necessary  treatment  and 
supervision. 


Home  Help  Service. 

This  service  is  organised  on  a  Divisional  basis  and  super¬ 
vised  by  a  Homo  Help  Organiser.  Assistance  is  provided  in  tho 
homo  for  casos  of  confinement  and  Illness  of  tho  housewife,  but 
the  major  part  of  tho  service,  approximately  80^,  is  devoted 
]  to  the  care  of  tho  aged,  infirm  and  chronic  sick.  A  small  panel 
of  night  helps  is  maintained  for  emergency  uso. 

Wolfare  Services. 

Schofield  House,  administered  by  the  Lancashire  County 
Council,  has  accommodation  for  40  aged  persons  and  is  ono  of  four 
hostels  providing  129  places  within  the  Division.  The  demand 
for  such  accommodation  is  far  greater  than  can  bo  mot  at  the 
prosont  and  for  this  reason  and  also  because  most  old  people 
prefer  it,  every  endeavour  is  made  to  enable  old  people  to 
continue  to  live  in  their  own  homos.  To  this  end,  tho  work  of 
the  voluntary  organisations  is  most  Important  and  indeod  a 
comprehensive  welfare  scheme  for  tho  aged  demands  a  full  and 
understanding  co-operation  of  all  Organisations  concerned, 
both  voluntary  and  statutory. 
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Ambulance  Sorvico. 


The  Ambulance  Station  at  HIghf ield  Street ,  has  an 
establishment  of  18  drive r/attondants,  4  ambulances  and  2 
dual  purpose  vchiclos.  This  station  is  under  radio  control 
with  headquarters  at  Radcliffo  -  Telephone  number  RAD  3021, 
and  experience  to  date  has  boon  that  despite  some  initial 
misgivings,  this  system  has  definitely  promoted  both 
economy  and  efficiency* 


Immunisation  and  Vaccination* 


Vaccination  against  smallpox  and  poliomyelitis,  and 
immunisation  against  diphtheria,  whooping  cough  and  tetanus 
are  provided  at  the  school  clinics/child  welfare  centres 
and  at  schools  within  the  Borough* 


Mental  Health  Service. 


This  service  is  administered  through  t?hc  Divisional 
Hoalth  Office  and  caters  for  the  hoalth  and  welfare  of  the 
mentally  ill  and  handicapped*  The  staff  consists  of  a 
Psychiatric  Social  Worker  and  throe  Mental  Welfaro  Officers, 
who  maintain  effective  liaison  with  general  practitioners 
and  hospital  consultants. 

The  existing  training  centre  at  Long  Street,  Middleton, 
will  close  down  next  year  on  the  completion  of  tho  now 
training  centre  now  under  construction  on  Laurel  Avenuo, 
Chaddorton. 


Other  Health  Facilities. 


Laboratory  Facilities. 


Blood  specimens  from  tho  ante  natal  clinics  are  sent 
either  to  the  Pathology  Department,  Oldham  and  District 
Gonoral  Hospital,  or  to  tho  National  Blood  Transfusion 
Service,  Royal  Infirmary,  Manchester. 

Otherwise,  practically  all  the  routine  specimens 
are  submitted  to  tho  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Monsall, 
Manchester.

Chlorination  of  tho  water  is  in  operation,  the  dosage 
boing  0.2  parts  per  million* 

Supplies  arc  collected  from  moorland  gathoring  grounds, 
stored  in  impounding  reservoirs,  subjected  to  chalk  addition 
and  sodimontation,  passed  through  sand  filters  and  chlorino 
added  when  entering  supply  pipes. 


An  underground  supply  (Ridd  Pit  Borehole)  can  bo  used 
to  augment  supplies  if  required,  water  being  pumped  from 
tho  borehole  to  Clay  Lano  Storage  Reservoir  and  mixed  with 
moorland  supplies  prior  to  treatment. 

The  Analyst  declares  tho  water  as  supplied  to  the 
consumer  to  be  ”froe  from  lead”. 


As  a  precaution  against  contamination,  chalk  is  added 
at  tho  rate  of  !■§■  grains  per  gallon  and  when  nocessary  Soda 
Ash  is  added  at  the  rate  of  g-  grain  per  gallon. 

Existing  water  mains  have  been  oxtondod  by  6,316  yards 
of  3,1',  4”,  6”  and  8”  mains  during  tho  year  for  housing 
development.

Soven  "S  and  D?f  Freighters,  including  throo  Foro  and  Aft 
Tippers  aro  ongagod  on  this  work.  With  tho  oxcoption  of  tho  Foro 
and  li 'ft  Tippers,  tho  vohiclos  aro  fitted  with  stoool  sliding 
shutters  to  tho  bodios  to  minimise  nuisanco  from  dust. 

Thore  aro  approximately  13,712  movaablo  dustbins,  1,144 
ashpits  and  338  wall  typo  dustbins  and  167  pail  closots  in  tho 
Borough.  Tho  introduction  of  a  5  day  wook  towards  tho  ond  of 
1957  has  proved  to  bo  beneficial  in  that  a  rogular  weekly 
collection  was  maintained  throughout  1958.

Of  this,  8,806  tons  woro  dealt  with  by  tho 
Separation  and  Salvage  Plant  and  4,473  tons  wore  disposed  of  by 
controlled  tipping.

Eleven  samplos  of  milk  wore  certified  as 
slightly  low  in  solids  not  fat;  one  sample 
of  milk  was  found  to  bo  slightly  deficient 
in  fat;  two  samplos  of  milk  wore  found  to 
contain  oxtranoous  water.  Warnings  were 
given  and  samplos  repeated  and  found  to 
be  satisfactory. 

Consisted  of  whole  milk  chooso  and  was  not 
made  from  cream.  Vendors  were  communicatod 
with  and  the  label  amended  accordingly. 

Contained  165parts  per  million  sulphur 
dioxido  without  declaration.  A  formal 
sample  was  taken  and  the  sulphito 
preservative  expressed  as  sulphur  dioxide 
was  of  240  parts  per  million.  Warnings  wore 
given  and  a  notice  declaring  the  sausagos 
as  containing  prosorvativos  exhibited. 

Order  obtainod  from  a  Justico  of  tho  Poaco 
condemning  l|f  lbs.  of  skinless  beef  sausages. 
Subsequent  proceedings  resulted  in  tho 
vendors  being  fined  £50. 

Found  to  contain  a  dead  housefly.  Proceed¬ 
ings  were  taken  against  vendor  and  a  fine 
of  £15  imposed. 

Sample  of  White  Milk  Found  to  be  partially  stiinod  brown  duo  to 
Loaf . _  admixture  of  brown  flour  in  tho  dough.  Other¬ 

wise  genuine.  The  Public  Analyst  suggested 
that  tho  vendor  be  notifiod. 

Sample  of  Broad.  Consisted  of  two  slices  of  a  wrapped  loaf 

handed  in  by  a  member  of  tho  public  -  was 
certified  to  contain  an  ichnoumon  fly.  Tho 
Public  Analyst  was  of  tho  opinion  that  tho 
fly  was  present  in  tho  loaf  before  baking. 
Ichnoumon  flies  are  parasitic  to  othor 
insects,  ospocielly  caterpillars  and  are  not 
posts  associated  with  food  and  their  prosonco 
is  not  indicative  of  unhygienic  conditions 
at  tho  bakery.

Found  to  contain  a  dead  insoct.  Proceedings 
wore  instituted  and  the  vondor  fined  £50. 

Consisted  of  50  milligramme  tablets  with  no 
declaration  of  strength  on  box,  25  milli¬ 
gramme  tablets  should  therefore  have  boon 
dispensed.  The  Public  Analyst’s  suggestion 
that  the  vondor  bo  communicated  with  was 
carried  out® 

Found  to  be  slightly  deficient  in  fat  and  the 
packers  wore  communicated  with. 

Found  to  contain  sulphite  preservative 
(expressed  as  sulphur  dioxide)  without 
declaration.  Tho  vondor  .was  interviewed® 


Samplo  of  Lemon  Curd.  Contained  only  0,5$  fat  (minimum  standard 

4 f0) ,  A  formal  samplo  was  taken  and  found 
to  bo  satisfactory. 

Samplo  of  Cod  Liver  Found  to  havo  an  acid  valuo  of  1.5  compared 
Oil,  with  tho  D.P.  limit  of  1.2.  Tho  oil  did 

not  taste  rancid  and  the  Public  Analyst 
advised  that  no  action  bo  taken.  After  an 
informal  interview  with  the  shopkeeper  tho 
remainder  of  the  stock  was  destroyed®
